almost every weekend throughout Chicagoland and 17 Midwestern

states to encourage countless people; she was the recipient of

many awards from Soka Gakkai International; and

WHEREAS, Tsuyako Liebmann is survived by her sister, Ayako
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Sugiyama; many nieces and nephews; and many close SGI friends
